America In Delicate Position At Geneva 


The Blessings O f Liberty 


The year 19 54 is beginning to look lik e a tim e 
of historic constitutional decisions. 


The Supreme Court’s ruling against segrega­ 
tion of white and colored pupils in public schools 
has reopened a q uestion which had been begging 
for a final answer since ratification of the 14th 
am endm ent n 1868. 


On the sam e day this ruling was m ade, 
k 
Whit#- House decision was made to join the k ey 
issue in the bick ering between Sen. McCarthy 
and the Departm ent of the Army — whether or 
not the executive departm ent shall be subject 
to the wishes of m em bers of the legislative 
departm ent. 
Th s is a renewal of the historic contest be­ 
tween Congress and the chief executive for 
authority in a government of divided powers — 
power? that were divided by the founding fathers 
to block all possible schemes of tyranny. 
Previously this year, the Senate had been 
called on to decide in another issue — the con­ 
stitutional am endm ent proposed by Sen. Brick - 
er — whether or not the time had come to curb 
the executive power to mak e treaties and execu­ 
tive agreements. That, too, was a showdown on 
the « reparation of executive and 
legislative 
powers 
Then in a more recent action, the Senate 
passed and sent to the House a proposed con­ 
stitutional amendm ent to restrain the executive 
deparim ent perm anently from raising or lower­ 
ing the num ber of Supreme Court justices. This 
was an echo of the struggle for supremacy be­ 
tween President Roosevelt and the Supreme 
Court in the mid-thirties. 


The Supreme Court had no choice in the 
schotl segregation cases but to uphold the spirit 
and letter of the 14th amendment Congress and 
the stales had affirmed in 1868 that all citizens 
of tt> United States were entitled to eq ual pro­ 
tector of the law and unrestricted privileges 
under the law 
In the years immediately after the Civil War 
no one believed the guarante could be absolute. 
No on ©believes it can be absolute today. It 
represents an ideal — an ideal which has been 
fulfilled in the greater part of the United States 
and m ust be fulfilled eventually in the rest, 
too 
T V first school segregation case was fought 
in Boston in 1849 . Six years later, the legis­ 
lature of M assachusetts took its cue from the 
first ruling against segregation and passed the 
first anti-segregation law. 
In 1868, the 14th amendment said explicitly 
that white men and colored men were to have 
eq ual rights and privileges in all things pertain­ 
ing to law and government 
That inchided schools an dall civil rights. Yet 
in 19 54, the federal government still cannot en­ 
force an eq ual-rights principle against determin­ 
ed opposition 
T ntre are still citizens — some of them in 
Congress — who deny that the federal govern­ 
m ent has any authority in these fields. There 
are still state officials in southern states who re­ 
fuse to tak e the 14th amendment seriously 
Tnev could wreck the republic if they chose, 
that m ust be conceded because it needs no 
proof 
Tl.tr Supreme Court does not k now how to 
enfoicv its ruling against segregation in the 
sch» )ols any more than it has k nown how to en­ 
force its rulings in favor of civil rights when 
they were challenged 
But — and this is the salvation of a free 
societj — most Americans can be counted on to* 
honor the spirit of the Constitution. There can 
be pu constitutional democracy without volun­ 
tary compliance 
Voluntary compliance has tak en pressure off 
the civii-rights issue and it will tak e the pres­ 
sure off the school segregation issue 
In IS9 € a side rem ark in a Supreme Court 
ruling became the basis for the “ separate but 
eq ual” credo which has seemed to justify school 
segregation by a species of solomonic baby- 
splitting logic. Dual school system s have been 
provided in states where segregation was m an­ 
datory 


Eventually, white and colored citizens of the 
United States must learn through education, 
faith and shared belief in the Christian princi­ 
ples embodied in their Constitution how to live 
together under a government which treats them 
as eq uals in all m atters of law 
Segregation is a denial of this ultim ate ac­ 
complishment 
The discussion stimulated by the reaffirmation 
may cause many Americans to think earnestly 
about their unceasing obligation to prove that 
they deserve to be free 
They must guard 
their 
freedom 
tirelessly 
against attack from without and within 
At no time since constitutional givem m ent 
beg^n, have concurrent events caused more 
Am, r cans to think more deeply about their 
freedom under a written constitution which 
specifics what shall and shall not be done to 
secure “the blessings of liberty to themselves 
•nd their posterity” 


When 175 persons sit down to 
- 1 
gether here in what is k nown as 
a “ plenary session” of the Geneva 
Conference, there isn’t any chance , 
for negotiation. When the “ restrict- j 
ed session” of 45 persons gets to­ 
gether, it isn’t much more con­ 
ductive to hoart-to-heart talk s or 
conciliatory process. 
It’s 
long- 
v/ir.ded 
speechmak ing 
just 
the ! 
sam e. 
The futility of all these methods 
is recognized, but nevertheless the 
window dressing is im portant be­ 
cause behind the scenes, the five 
men who lead the delegations from 
the United States, Soviet Russia, 
G reat Britain, France and R e d 
China, respectively, can get to­ 
gether if they wish and mak e 
agreem ents or decide to disagree. 
Up to now, a number of private 
meetings and informal discussions 
have been he-Id, but they all add 
up to the fact 
tha t the Com­ 
munists do not feel they have to 
give a ny ground whatsoever. 


AS THE COMMUNISTS see it, 
they have an influential bloc in the 
French Parliam ent and they Jiave 
the advantage of a close division 
in the British Parliam ent. Now, in 
addition, they have some new en­ 
couragement from within the Unit­ 
ed States because spok esmen for 
the Democratic party have just 
launched a getferal attack on the 
Eisenhower-Dulles policies. 
The inside story here i 
that the 
term s the Soviets offer have been 
getting tougher and tougher. Every 
tim e there is a speech disparaging 
the Southeast Asia pact or some 
utterance either in America or in 
Europe, from the Allied side say­ 
ing there will be no m ilitary help 
given the French in Indochina, the 
Communists get more and more 
arrogant. 
Here the gam e is plain to see. 
It doesn’t look at all lik e it does 
to American eyes, judging from a 


G reat Britain—which, of course, is 
not true—merely serves to muddy 
the waters. 


ALTHOUGH 
SEVERAL Demo­ 
cratic speak ers are engaged m a 
campaign to discredit their ow n 
governm ent in the eyes of the Al­ 
lies, the Allied governments k now 
politics and really understand such 
things. The Communists, however. 
Interpret it as a sign of weak ness 
and as an indication that the Amer­ 
ican government will not be able 
to back up its assertions because 
of political opposition. 
Actually, Am erica’s role in the 
world today is so difficult and so 
delicate that one wonders why the 
Democrats, who k now what they 
themselves were up against with 
the Allied problems of the last sev­ 
eral years, should now think the 
whole thing can be simplified. 
What goes on behind the scenes 
today is a discouraging affair for 
American officials because the Al­ 
lied governments outwardly pro­ 
test against such things as hasty 
action on a Southeast Asia pact 
or m ilitary intervention when, in 
truth, there is privately every de­ 
sire to see more speeches deliv­ 
ered lik e those of Sen. Knowland., 
Republican 
leader. 
discussing 
American m ilitary aid in Indo­ 
china. 


FIRMNESS 
nowadays by our 
dip’omats is interpreted widely as 
belligerency by various elements 
unfriendly to America.

Because of the 
great number of other appeals be­ 
ing m ade directly to the Ameri­ 
can people, it was felt that this 
appeal would be limited to corpor­ 
ations for the present. 


ONE WOULD imagine that some 
of the huge foundations could pro­ 
vide this entire sum without the 
disadvantage of being investigated 
at some later date. When the cur­ 
rent activities of some foundations 
are examined, the q uestion does 
arise whether the judgments of 
those in charge are always sound 
in relation to the best interests of 
the United States. 
Of course, these people have the 
legal right to spend the money 
they control as they choose. 
When I m et Colby Chester on a 
plane recently he told me that he 
was chasing all over the country 
hunting dollars for this cause, I 
wondered why there was not an 
easier way to gather this com par­ 
atively small fund for so useful a 
purpose. It ought to be collectible 
in midtown New York where hun- 
; dreds of millions of dollars go a- 
begging to be expended for less 
| useful purposes. 
Some foundations have dificulty 
! finding worthy causes for their 
funds. This is a cause against 
which there cannot be a sm g 1 e 
objection.

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Segregation 
Hearings Set 


Oct. 12 Set For 


Final Decrees 


WASHI NGTON 'jP—The Supreme 
Court is making plans to hear ar­ 
guments on Oct. 12—the earliest 
possible date—on the form of final 
decrees to carry out its decision 
ending segregation of Negroes and 
whites in public schools. 
Court Clerk Harold B. Willey 
said today he hopes the arguments 
can be completed in one day. The 
nine justices will then weigh the 
matter in closed conference before 
issuing the decrees, perhaps short­ 
ly after the arguments, possibly 
months later. 
The court, after ruling Monday 
that “ segregation of public school 
pupils because of race violates the 
Constitution, permitted delay in the 
final decrees to give officials in the 
17 Southern and Border states af­ 
fected time to work out plans for 
segregation. 
District of Columbia officials an­ 
nounced yesterday that planned to 
integrate schools by the opening 
of the new fail term. President 
Eisenhower was quoted as express­ 
ing an interest and asking to be 
kept informed on progress. 
Nothing in the court's opinion 
prevents such steps to end segrega­ 
tion immediately. 
Directly involved in the cases 
on the court docket, besides the 
District of Columbia, are South 
Carolina. Virginia, Delaware and 
Kansas. Other states which require 
or permit segregation in public 
schools were asked to file "friend 
of the court” briefs by O ct 1 tell­ 
ing of their ideas on segregation. 
The only state to hint at open 
defiance was Ge^.gia. Atty. Gen. 
Eugene Cook said he would refuse 
to take part in the October hear­ 
ings. 
Gov. 
Herman 
Talmadge, 
backing Cook, called the hearing 
an invitation "to help select a knife 
to cut our heads off.’* 
While disappointment was voiced 
elsewhere in the South at the de­ 
cision, most officials felt the prob­ 
lem could be worked out if ap­ 
proached gradually and reason­ 
ably. 
One issue awaiting the October 
hearings 
is whether integration 
should be ordered immediately or 
gradually. 
Some court observers said it was 
most likely that the Supreme Court 
itself would issue detailed decrees 
where necessary, rather than ask­ 
ing the aid of special masters or 
of lower federal courts. This would 
speed up the final step. 
Observers said a state which 
fails by October to report steps 
toward integration could be or­ 
dered forthwith to admit Negroes 
to any of its schools. 
Several methods of enforcing the 
segregation ban were suggested 
yesterday by attorneys. 
Negro parents could go into low­ 
er federal courts and sue for dam­ 
ages from school officials who re­ 
fuse to permit their children to 
enter white schools.

There are 
several. The first one is the bow wave, ahead of the airplane; others spring from the wing and 
tan. Upon reaching supersonic speed in a dive from high altitude ‘right photo) a trailing wave is 
formed and the shock waves are directed toward the ground. Because the vvaves "bend" upward 
under normal atmospheric conditions, they actually will strike the ground at a point bevond the 
anrung point of the airplane. The ground targets (lower right-hand corner) indicate thè aiming 
point (left) and the point the sound actually hits (right).

Area of greatest intensity would be target at right. Each big shock wave causes a boom, so often 
two, sometimes three are heard.
